be done for the safety of the public. The

WORTHY OF THE COUNCIL'S 
MOST CAREFUL CONSIDERATION. 

While the city council is deliberating tonight on 
whether or not they will take the control of: the 
power house out of the hands of a power superin- 


tendent who has. made good andn place it 
in the hands of the lighting superintendent 
who does not profess to know — anything 


about power house economy or anatomy, it would 
be illuminating if the mayor would show the 
ratepayers some real reason why the present power 
superintendent should be deposed. 

So far as the average citizen fs concerned, there 
Is only one test by which he can judge the com- 
petency of superintendents; that is, whether patrons 
get continuous service at the right price, Every- 
oue in the city will recollect that there was a time 
when neither power nor light were continuous, 
when water was short and muddy and when the cars 
stalled on the hill. That time was before the pres- 
ent power superintendent came onto the job. An 
investigation of the affairs of the power house have 
shown that there was at least half a million dollars’ 
worth of obsolete machinery in the plant, and with 
this load of idle capital to carry, the present power 
superintendent has reduced costs, has. wiped out 
one-third of the dead capital, and has kept the 
water, the power and the light coming along with- 


out interruption for months. He’ now proposes that 
the cost of electric energy to the users be reduced 
by a very considerable margin. 

This is a record which, it seems, should entitle 
the man who made it to more scope, instead of 
less. If it is necessary, or even if it can be shown 
that it is the practice in any other city of the same 
size in America, to place the manufacture and the 
istribution of the light and power under one head, 
then it seems that the power house superintendent 
who took a plant leaded with half a million dollars’ 
worth of obsoletion and made it save the public 
$150,000 is the man who is entitled to the position 
of head of the combined department, instead of be- 
ing reduced to a position very little different from 
that of a day laborer. 

Before the council accepts the mayor’s propo- 
sal, which practicatly lets the successful power sup- 
erintendent out, it should be given very much better 
reasons than any yet produced for endorsing such 
a move. The electric utilities of the city of Ed- 
monton are altogether too valuable to be made the 
medium for the expression of personal pique.

EI SSITATon oan TaWan FE owspaper 

The first American newspaper, 
“Publick Occurrences, Both © Foreign 
and Domestick,” was issued in Bos- 
ton 223 years ago today, Seplember 25, 
1690, It was published by Benjamin 
Harris at the London Coffee-house, in 
Boston, and was printed for him by 
Richard Pierce. The first—and only— 
number consisted of four pages, each 
about seven by ten inches, but one 
page was left blank, The pioneer 
editor’s remarks on Political and mili- 
tary matters troused the ire of — the 
jauthorities, and the paper was sup- | 
pressed within 24 hours of its publi- | 
cation, Only a few copies were cir- 
culated, and only one copy is now 
known to be in existence, Harris had 
proposed to {issue the paper monthly, 
“of any Glut of Occurences happen } 
oftener,” and to’ give “an account of | 


such considerable things as have ar-| 
rived unto our notice.) He promised 
that “the Publisher will take what 
pains he wan to obtain a faithful re- 
lation of all such things; and will par- 
ticularly make himself beholden to such 
persons In Boston when he knows to} 
have been for their own use the dili- 
gent observers of such matters."

Washington, Sept. 25.—The pre- 
miums returned to policy holders by 
mutual life and mutual marine insur- 
ance companies will be exempt from 
the income tax under on agreement 
reached last night by the tariff confer- 
ence committee.

Hast, They feel it as a national calam- 


to build up a world empire like the 
Russian, British or American and-they 
look upon every European or Ameri- 
can naval station in the Pacific as a 
deadly insult. Everywhere you hear it 
sald: 

“If we had only the money we should: 
soon, sword in hand, drive ‘these white 
usurpers oul of Asia."' 

The hatred, against America sur- 
passes all belief because of the Japan- 
ese, siluation in Galifornia and Japan- 
Japan will declare war against the 
United Slates as soon as the Japanese 
dreadnoughts now in course of. con- 
struction shall have been finished. 
They are furious that they are unable 
to declare war before the opening of 


ihe strength of lhe American navy. 

Al the same time Japan has adopted 
as many anliforeign Jaws as it dares at 
present and it is made as difficult as 
possible for forelgners ‘to acquire real 
estate in the cauntry. 

While Japanese vessels haye free ac- 
cess to all ports In Great Britain and 
her colonies, all foreigners who wish 
to ship goods from one Japanese port 
to another must use only Japanese ves- 
sels, ‘This is the beginning of a Jap- 
anese Monroe doctrine. 

Practically the whole Japanese press 
is hostile to tthe foreigner and is en- 
gaged in an anti-forcign campaign 
which is in every possible way encour- 
aged hy the government, although it 
insists that it exerts no influence upon 
the press.

Device Enables Them to Call 
for ue from Those 
utside, 


Pittsburg, Sept, 25—Llee saving in mine 
accldents will be alded by a device Just 
perfected in the Pittsburg station of the 
United States bureau of mines, It 13 a 
neck telephone, which will permit of speech 
between the rescuer in the mine and those 
on the surface, while the former is strug: 
gling through smoke and gas, ‘The ap- 
paratus has been tested and approved by 
the government engineers. 

A notable example of the necessity of 
constant communication was shown re- 
cently at the Courtney mine disaster, when 
the failure of the breathing apparatus 
caused the death of a rescuer who was 
unable to call for help, 

The device 13 -not different from the 
headgear worn by the average telephone 
operator. The recelver {13 strapped over 
the head and against the ear, but the trans- 
mitter.{s a super-sensitive plate strapped 
against the neck, All the rescuer does 13 
to talk in his throat and Ne ts heard dls- 
Unctly by the, man at the end o¢ the wire, 
perhaps 8 mile or two away, 

Yhe new telephone can be used by res- 
cuers who favor the  mouth-breathing 
oxygen apparatus of the government rescue 
corps who are sent to all big mine catas- 
trophes. On several occasions members of 
the corps have almost lost their lives when 
the apparatus went wrong, and wero saved 
only,,through the fimely arrival of com- 
rades, 

With the = mouth-breathing apparatus 
which the government men use, the-res- 
cuer’s mouth Js covered with the tnhaling 
and exhaling tubes, and he clamps his teeth 
on the covering to hold the air tubes tn his 
mouth, Thts denies him the use of his lips 
atid therefore an ordinary transmitter is 
imposalble, 

While using an ordinary desk telephone 
a yeur ago John W. Paul, chief of ‘the 
government rescue corps, noticed the dis- 
Unctness with which the voice would carry 
if the transmitter were placed against -the 
speaker’s chest, By moving {t to the neck 
he found the volce vibrations were clearer.

In the meantime Mr. Cham- 
berlain had picked up'a little French, 
and he determined to try it on the 
Frenchmen, Ho went over to Paris in 
1884 and founded Le Matin, which 
became one of the great journals ‘of 
Paris. When Paris palled on him he 
sold out and returned to the States, 
becoming editor of the San Francisco 
Examiner. There he developed what 
has come to be known as the Hearst 
style of journalism. He took part in 
the Hearst invasion of the Bast, and 
was mado editor-in-chief of the New 
York American, and supervising editor 
of all the Hearst newspapers, When 
Mr, Hearst entered the magazine field 
by purchasing the Cosmopolitan, Mr. 
Chamberlain was made fts editor. In 
1909 he returned to ithe San Fran- 
clsco Examiner, and later was sent to 
London ‘to launch the Budget, 


Charles Edward Russell, the famous 
magazine ‘muckraker,"’ who is now 
“punning" for mayor of New York on 
the Socialist tioket, is @ native . of 
Towa, and was born in Davenport 53 
years ago today. After graduating 
from St.:Johnsbury Academy, in Ver- 
mont, he embarked on a journalistic 
career, and was employed on many 
papers in various cities. Eventually 
he became the publisher of Mr. 
Hearst's Chicago American, and after- 
ward an editorial writer on the New 
York American, Some 10 years ago 
he became—an avowed socialist, .and 
devoted himself to magazine work and 
running for oflce on Marxian plet- 
forms. Mr, Russell has written a 
number of books, tneluding ‘Nhe 
Greatest Trust in the World," “Such 
Stuff as Dreams," “The Uprising of 
the Many,"’ ‘Songs of Democracy," 
“Lawless Wealth," and ‘“Thomas 
Chatterton, the Marvelous Boy."’ Mr. 
Russell {8 seeking the mayomlty of 
ithe American metropolis on a plat- 
form which declares for woman suff= 
rage, the right of clty employees to 
strike at any time, and various other
